The recent statement of the Association of American Uni 
verities represents, in reality, a piece of special pleading for 
the “right’* of campus theorists to meddle with public affairs— 
down to the point, if the instructor wishes, of allowing him to 
undermine the faith of American youth in their pattern of gov 
ernment. 
It is either a pious fraud or a quibble of words for the 
document to assert, aa it does, that 
a university does not take 
an official position of its own either on disputed question# o 
scholarship or on political questions or matters of public policy 
Thousands of college teachers, for at least the past thirty- 
five years, have been doing so, dragging the reputation and 
stimding of their colleges with them— sometimes deep into the 
mud in the prooesa. 
Historically, this business of instructors metamorphosing 
into political brain-truatars, champions and mouthpieces, prob­ 
ably goes far back into the days when religion, education and 
government were all tightly interwoven. Much French history, 
for example, turned on the activities of insurgent groups of stu­ 
dents and faculty members. 
J. . , 
In the United States campus interference in politics has been 
a public nuisance, an impediment to clear thinking, and sun in­ 
strument of confusion, since the day when Woodrow Wilson, 
college head, was elevated to the White House with only a 
minority of the country hack of him—-the result, of course, of the 
Bull Moose split in the Republican Party. 
This writer, in those days. was on the campus of a large 
university (Wisconsin) and saw at first fond, from a point of 
excellent vantage, the swing of the professors from objective 
to “subjective” reactions to political questions. 
The president of the university (Van His®) went off to 
Washington to help President Wilson. Much of the university 
faculty shortly thereafter swung like eager heavers into the task 
of “selling” the American public, both in Ute classrooms and 
outside them, such new and experimental concepts aa, for ex­ 
ample, “internationalism” in the guise of the League of Nations, 
universal military training, and prohibition. 
It is an amazing commentary on higher education that today

Very shortly. 
This has been done many times 
before, and something haa always 
happened In the way of an accident, 
that released both tty* fish and the 
water, but this time, precautions to 
he taken against any breaks, will 
be far more practical and efficient. 
The news of the decision to stock 
the picturesque Delaware Division 
Canal came officially by telephone 
last night from Charles A French, 
executive director of the Pennsyl­

home of Senator Watson In Me­ 
chanicsville. 
"We have decided to stock the 
picturesque 
Bucks county canal 
with fish and do It immediately. 
Director 
French 
informed

1>>wis. Secretary of Forests and 
Water* to make an enjoyable and 
comfortable recreational area along 
the canal between Point Pleasant

Senator Watson told a "Dally 
Intelligencer” reporter this morn 
tag that the small section of the 
canal In New Hope where there la 
very little water at present, will be 
filled ahortly. and the restocking 
of fish can follow Immediately. 
Secretary Lewis also la inter­ 
ested In a suggestion of Senator 
Watson, that rn bicycle riding path 
might be set up along the canal 
section between Point Pleasant and 
Ruston, or perhaps between New 
Hope and Baston.
